WASHINGTON, April 19.—(UP) 
Belief that Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt had ended the incident which 
rose last week when Alfred FE. Smith 
attacked “demagogues” was expressed 
in congressional circles Tuesday after 
his St. Louis speech. 

The general view among pro-Roose- 
velt and anti-Roosevelt men was that 
the incident had best be closed, for the 
good of the party. 

There seemed general agreement 
also that Roosevelt, by his temperate, 
impersonal defense of his @elief that 
all classes, not particular classes, must 
be regarded in any political scheme, 
had come out of the incident with 
honors. 

Anti-Roosevelt men were not eager 
to comment pactiely. They held, how- 
ever, that Roosevelt had added addi- 
tional classes of the population to his 
apeech as an afterthought; that had it 
not been for Governor Smith's sharp 
statement of last week Roosevelt would 
have been content to take whatever 
credit went with a ringing statement 
of the poor man's needs. 

This was replied to specifically by 
Senator Clarence C, Dill, of Washing- 
ton, a Roosevelt leader. 

“The speech impresses me as a for- 
ward looking one, in which Governor 
Roosevelt takes a_ big view of the 
economic situation,” he said. 

“Governor Roosevelt rises above 
vetty differences, in which others may 
indulge. He thinks of the public good, 
not of a class. : a 

“The other night, in his radio speech 
which Governor Smith attacked, Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt spoke only for a few 
minutes. None of his friends has any 
doubt that what he said tonight repre- 
sents his real views. 

“The speech will confirm the judg- 
ment of his friends that he is entirely

UN BEER MEASURE 


Labor and Church Clash 
at Hearing on Bill To 
Make Liquor Buyer 
Guilty With Seller. 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—(%)— 
A senate opportunity vote on beer 
this session was virtually assured to- 
day despite disapproval of the Bing- 
ham bill to legalize 4 per cent brew 
by the manufactures committee. 

In reporting the measure adverse- 
ly by a 7-to-4 ballot, committee mem- 
bers agreed to let it go to the senate 
floor. 

Meantime, an official of the Ameri- 
ean Federation of Labor warned of 
a “revolution” unless the employing 
power of the beer industry is revived 
but before another senate subcommit- 
tee Bishop James Cannon Jr. said: 
“We are never going to surrender.” 

“Is it that you want a revolution 
in this country?’ asked Matthew 
Woll, vice president of the American 
Federation of Labor, in urging upon 
a senate judiciary subcommittee the 
legalization of 2.75 per cent beer. 

“Remarkable” Calm.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—()— 
Three veterans of political and World 
War battles today launched the coun- 
ter attack which administration lead- 
ers hope will block the $2,000,000 
bonus payment. 

Representatives LaGuardia, of New 
York and Simmons, of Nebraska, for- 
merly of the air service, and Repre- 


sentative Johnson, of South Dakota, 
once an infantryman, assailed the cur- 
rency expansion plan to cash the bo- 
nus certificates, 

All three’ republicans favored 
changes in the existing law, a point 
immediately stressed by Representa- 
tive Patman, democrat Texas, who is 
leading the bonus fight. But none fa- 
vored the $2,400,000,000 cash pay- 
ment. 

Brigadier General Frank T. Hines, 
veterans’ administrator, is the next 
opposition witness scheduled. Charles 
G. Dawes, head of the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation, is expected to 
show Thursday how this huge credit 
source has helped the small banker 
and businessman. 

LaGuardia, independent léader, led 
off for the opposition, demanding na- 
tional unemployment insurance _in- 
stead of the bonus payment. 

“If a secret vote were taken on 
this bonus plan in the house, there 
would not be 30 votes for it,” La- 
Guardia said. “I am here this morn- 
ing in behalf of 6,000,000 unorgan- 
ized unemployed who have no means 
of reaching congress and can’t under-

Hoover Will Be Among Many Dignitaries 
Attending State Funeral in Senate 
Chamber This Morning.

WASHINGTON, April 19.—As a 
tribute seldom paid one of its mem- 
bers, the United States senate today 


ordered a solemn state funeral for 
Senator W. J. Harris, of Georgia, who 
died here yesterday following an ill- 
ness of several weeks, 

The impressive state service, usually 
reserved for presidents of the United 
States or the chief justices of the su- 
preme court, will be held in the senate 
chamber Wednesday morning at 11 
o'clock. High dignitaries of the fed- 
eral government, headed by President 
Hoover and including members of the 
cabinet, the supreme court, the house 
of representatives, members of the 
diplomatic corps, the chief of staff of 
the army and ranking officers of the 
navy, will attend the services, 

The resolution ordering the formal 
state function was offered today by 
Senator Joseph T. Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, the democratie leader, who 
acted in behalf of Senator Walter &', 
George. The Rev. Ze Barney Phillips 
chaplain of the senate, is scheduled 
to officiate. 

Three Senators Honored. 
_ Only a few such solemn state serv- 
ices have been held in the past dozen 
years. One was for former President 
Wilson, another for President Hard- 
ing and a third for the late Chief 
Justice Taft, himself a former presi- 
dent. Three members of the senate 
have been similarly honored in re-

BRITAIN'S BUDGE! 
GIVES NO RELICE 
FROM TAX BURDEN 


Chamberlain Includes No 
Payments on Books But 
Says This Marks No 
Change in Policy.

LONDON, April 19.—(4)—Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer Neville Cham- 


berlain introduced another hard times 
budget in parliament today, balancing 
the British national revenue and ex- 
penditure during the coming year at 
766,000, pounds (currently $2.,- 
887,820,000) and providing a small 
estimated surplus of 796,000 pounds 
($3,000,000). There was no provision 
for war debt payment included in the 
budget. 

No relief was afforded taxpayers 
from the heavy burdens levied during 
the national crisis last autumn. The 
chancellor resisted all temptations to 
relax efforts, which, he declared, had 
provided such a wonderful revival of 
public confidence.

house that it is “only in the last few 
montks that some revival of trade and 
employment has led us to hope that 
at last the worst is over.” 

“Coming now to the financial year 
1932-1933,” he said, “I am including 
in the budget no receipts from rep- 
arations and no outgoings for war 
debts. The two are self-balancing.” 

The chancellor explained that the 
omission of reparations and war debts 
did not imply that any new decision 
had been made “on our policy in this 
delicate question.”

ers of the Lindbergh baby or their 
representatives was reported to have 
been delivered to Colonel Charles A. 
Lindbergh at his home today by a 
man and woman who arrived by air- 
plane. 

The couple so closely guarded their 
identities that even the department 
of commerce numbers on the airplane 
were smeared with grease. 

The plane was a big red Cessna. 
It landed at the Princeton airport, 
after circling cautiously three times. 
The woman was an attractive bru- 
nette, about 30 years old. The man 
was about the same age. 

They asked Richard A. Newhause, 
manager of the field, how to get to 
the Lindbergh home. He drove them 
there in his automobile. They saw 
Robert Thayer, secretary to Lind- 
bergh, it is reported, and left Prince- 
ton two hours later in the same 
plane. : 

From reliable sources it was learn- 
ed they gave Thayer a message from 
persons belieyed to be the kidnapers, 

They came here from Kansas, stop- 
ping overnight at Pittsburgh, and are 
expected to return in two days, the 
informant said.

DOVER. Ga. April 19.—Captain 
‘William Michael Henderson, who was 
in years of age and the last surviv- 


ing officer of the Bulloch county 
troops who saw active service in the 
| War Between the States, was laid 
‘to his final rest in the churchyard of 
the Oak Grove Methodist church here 
‘Monday. He died here Sunday morn- 
ing. : 

Captain Henderson was born in Bul- 

‘loch county in 1844. the son of Wil- 
liam Michael and, Mary Anne Eliza- 
‘beth Henderson and the grandson of 
‘James and Lavinia Young, who is 
said to have been the largest slave- 
holder of the county. : 
_ Captain Henderson received his edu- 
-eation from private tutors until his 
‘entrance into Collinsworth Institute, 
near Talbotton. Following the decla- 
ration of the Civil War, he enlisted 
with the Bulloch county troops, which 
later became Company E of the fifth 
Georgia cavalry. 

Captain Henderson was appointed 
and in the battle at 
Waynesboro his leader fell mortally 
wounded while he was standing at his 
side awaiting orders. Captain Hen- 
derson immediately raised the colors 
of the Confederacy and led the charge 
that caused the enemy to sway. 

The title of captain was given to 
Mr. Henderson after the war when 
he was appointed captain of a local 
military organization. 

Captain Henderson was married to 
Anne Brown with whom he had be- 
‘come acquainted while at college, al- 
most immediately after returning from 
the war. She was the daughter of 
Major General William Merritte and 
Amanda Brown, of Buena Vista, in| 
Marion county. Major General Brown 
was a state representative from Craw- 
ford county and Marion county who! 
saw active service in the Creek and ;, 
Indian War, during which he was, 
made major. He was an “old-line| 
Whig’ who missed nomination to! 
congress in 1848 by only two votes. 
Captain Henderson also served as rep- 
resentative from Screven county for | 
many years.

In 
the woodland, which affords a beau- 
tiful natural environment for hundreds 
of azelias and naturalized  narcissi, 
the trees add their shade and the 
green of new leaves to the beauty of 
the scene. 

Exquisite camelias achieve perfec- 
tion in the hot houses on Mrs, 
Phinizy Calhoun’s estate and _ the 
dainty beauty of these southern flow- 
ers add to the loveliness of the gar- 
dens. Evergreens are planted along 
the walls and grouped in well-chosen 
spots, while azelias bloom beside the 
path to the rose garden, where hun- 
dreds of handsome plants offer a range 
of color.

The ways and means of reducing 
the cost of municipal government were 
discussed Tuesday night at a joint 
meeting of the Atlanta chapter of the 
National Association of Cost Account- 
ants and the Taxpayers’ League at a 


forum held at the Atlanta Athletic 
Club. : 

Mayor James L. Key, Edgar Neelr, 
representing the league, and Herbert 
E. Choate, who was chairman of the 
committee which investigated the city 
government last year, were the prin- 
cipal speakers at the meeting. which 
was attended by more than 100 mem- 


bers of the two organizations. 

Mayor Key, introduced by Paul M. 
Millians, who presided, as “the mayor 
of Atlanta and possibly the next Unit- 
ed States senator,” struck at waste 
in the operation of the city govern- 
ment. 

“The city has not the money with 
which to pay its employes through the 
rest of the year,” he said. “The whole 
structure of the government must be 
built again on a more economical 
basis.” 

The only reference Atlanta’s famous 
“wet” mayor made to the subject of 
prohibition was to say that if liquor 
mist be sold, the egovernment should 
sell it and put the profits in the public 
treasury. 

“The city of Atlanta will be in the 
hands of the receiver within six 
months unless the present administra- 
tion receives help from the taxpayers,” 
Mr. Neely said. He urged the voters 
to joint the league to insure their 
knowing the facts about the govern- 
ment. 

An outline of a plan whereby city 
offices would be combined to add to 
efficiency and economy was presented 
by Mr. Choate. This plan, presented in 
council last year, was tabled, he said.
